He resided in 
the U. 3* from Novaaber 1923 to April 1925 at 120th St., Bev fork 
City, and visited the C. 8. in the fall of 195^* On 22 Key 1956 
he wan elected deputy chairman of the Pr*a* Comaittee of yEP-JffiBT. 

He atteoptad to obtain an IKS exchange grant in January 1956 but 
*aa Ineligible become of hla VW n background and the . fact that 
be waa not an active Journalist. 

He vaa a pre-war propaganda etgont for Q0KBBSU3 in the Kiddle 
Koat where he wrote article* for the Qeraen preei. He wa * referent 
for the Kiddle East Preen, and Chief of the Hoar East, India/ Japan 
Section, Foreign Press Section, of the Propegenda Ministry. He 
served in the 8S and SB. 

According to the Turkish Press, in 1956 Subject wa* enployed 
by the Egyptian radio station, "Voice of Araba H . 
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
